Leaders of congress have determined the 
question is far too complex and the demand 
for federal supervision as yet is too un- 
certain to ‘make immediate action either 
necessary or desirable.

Possible, Scientist Says. 


SIT QUIETLY, THINK HARD. 


Plate Will Read Your Mind, New York 
Experimenter Asserts. 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. I. -I Special. |—Pho- 
tographs of thoughts and mental impres- 
sions will soon be as common as cabinet por- 
traits, according to Dr. M. A. Veeder, a scien- 
tist of Lyons, near Rochester. He believes 
he has solved the problem of photographing 
brain waves. 

Dr. Veeder last evening mvited a number 
of friends to a photograph gallery to par- 
ticipate in an experiment intended to dem- 
onstrate the possibility of affecting a pho- 
tographic plate by a purely mental process.

above the plate, with the other hand under 
the plate and table, and were requested to 
fix their minds on a named object. 

After an exposure of about ohe minute the 
plate was taken into a dark room and de- 
veloped. It was found that a spot had 
formed about the size of a silver dollar, 
which, it developed, was what the persons 
participating in the experiment had in mind. 
The precaution taken was such that there 
was no escape from the conclusion that the 
picture printed on the plate was an impres- 
sion of the thought in the minds of those in- 
terested. 

It demonstrated, Dr. Veeder says, the fact 
that persons in a certain state of sensitive- 
ness of the mind, which has been fully iden- 
tified, are able to produce an impression on 
a rapid photographic plate without direot 
contact. 

Mind Must Be Sensitive. 

The experiment, Dr. Veeder stated, cannot 
be successfully performed by sheer effort 
of the will without the peculiar s: n@fitiveness 
of the mind, evidence of which was secured 
in the case of the five persons participating 
in this experiment. 

Dr. Veeder believes that the fact that brain 
waves or something of that sort are capable 
of producing photographic impressions is not 
unreasonable and is of remarkable interest 
in many ways. Whether the mind, can pro- 
ject itself outwardly on the principle of wire- 
less telegraphy for considerable distances 
remains to be seen. He says his experiments 
would indicate that it is among the possi- 


bilities.

Deleterſous and fraudulently labeled foods 
never will be driven from the market in 
Chicago and Illinois at large so long as the 
food manufacturing interests can prevent it. 
At present these interests practically control 
the situation, and the state food commission 
is unable properly to protect the public from 
deception. 

Here are some of the reasons why the food 
manufacturers are enabled to foist impure 
and deceptive products upon local consumers 
with impunity: 

Failure of congress to legislate for the sgh 
tion of pure foods. 

Indolence and inactivity of the state pure food 
commiseton, 

. Failure of the Illinois state legislature in last two 
sessions to pass an improved food law enlarging 
the powers of the food commission. l. 

Refusal of the legislature to increase the ap- 
propriation for the work of food ingpection, so as 
to make the work commensurate with the im- 

s of the state asa producing and consuming 
territory. 

Practice followed by justices of the peace In re- 
mitting fines imposed on the purveyors of illegal 
foods. 

. Difficulties in the Situation. 

At every turn in the investigation of this 
subject is to be discerned the inadequacy of 
the, Iiinotg law, the weakness and indolence 
of the state food commission, and the over- 
wheiming strength and influence of the food 
interests. The manufacturing grocers, prin- 
cipally those of Chicago, defeated legislation 
which, if enacted, would have compelled the 


withdrawal of hundreds of brands of impure 
foods from the market. These same manu- 
racturers are now leagued with other groups 
throughout the country for the purpose of 
preventing the passage of a national food law 
by congress. 

About all that has bees accomplished by the 
state food commission under the administra- | 
tion of Commissioner A. Hanby Jones has 
been to induce some manufacturers to label 
their products properly.

The manufacturer showed that the low 
quality sirup went to mining and lumber 
camps, and was not supposed to be sold in 
Chicago. There was nothing harmful in the 
sirup, and poor people could afford to buy | 
only that grade, so I flually came to insist on 
merely the proper labeling of-the article, so 
that its grade was shown on the package. 

The firm agreed to this, and I never have 
had any trouble with it since. From that 
experience I learned that there are two quali- 
ties of food, and that se long as they contain 
nothing harm{ul the sufficient protection for 
the public ie the labeling. 


Old Complaint Lack of Men. : 

The commissioner went on to excuse.the _ 
lack of activity on the part ot the Hlinoie 
commission,’ his chief topic. beg lack of 
men.“ The $30,000 annual appropriation he 
regarded as trivial ih size. 

The commissioner was asked if-the remis- 
sion of fines in Chicago does not tend to nulli- 
fy the efforts of the commission to drive im- 
pure products from the market.

the local justice is loath to fine him. In Chi- 
cago the remission of fines seems to be a 
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common practice.” 

According to the records the attorney for 
the commission, often if not generally, rec- 
ommends thé settlement of the case for the 
costs. Commissioner Jones was asked to 
explain. 

That is done in cases where an appeal to 
the higher courts undoubtedly would be 
taken, he replied. “‘ By the time the case 
had dragged through the courts three or 
four years the evidence in the shape of the 
foods in question would be decayed beyond 
all availability. Under the present inade- 
quate law it is better to settle a case on the 
best terms.“ 

In the last published report of the commis- 
sion the disposition of 687 suits is given. 
Most of them were brought before Justice 
John Richardson. With extremely few ex- 
ceptions the disposition of each case is stated 
thus: On recommendation of prosecuting 
attorney fine remitted, defendant paying 
costs.“ The suits of the commission are 
prosecuted by an assistant state's attorney.

F. E. Rutledge, secretary of the Anti-Crime 
league, was subpcenaed to appear before the 
grand. jury during fhe day to place such 
information as has secured by that 
body before the inquisitors. He did not tes- 
tify, however, as it was decided after a con- 
ference with Mr. Healy that his testimony 
would be better saved until all other wit- 
nesses have been examined.

TRUSTEES ADOPT RESOLUTION TO 
END LONG FIGHT. — 


Action Empowers Finance Committee 


to Terminate Litigation Over the 
Money Won from Tax Dodging Cor- 
perations in 1900 for “the Ends of 
Justice and the Good of the School 
System”—This Means ‘Division of 
$122,000 for Sake of Harmony. 


— 


The long fight waged between the board ot 
education and the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion practically came to an end last night 
when the school board by a unanimous vote 
at its regular meeting empowered its finance 
committee to terminate the litigation over 
the division of the spoils of the victory over 
tax dodging corporations: in 1000. | 

The resolution, wnich will result in a Bettle- 
ment of the dispute which has existed be- 
tween the teachers and the board for five 
years, was introduced by Trustee M. J. Spiegel 
at the request of John C. Fetzer, wha occu- 
pied the chair. The resolution referred to the 
finance committee future action in the 
| litigation pending in the Appellate. court. It 
was stated specifically that this action was 
taken by the board because kt had in view 
| “the ends of justice and the good of the 

public school system.” ; 

‘As forecast in THE TRIBUNE last Sunday, 
the school board practically agreed to forfeit 
its claims to the sum of $122,000 for the ~~ 
of harmony in the school system. 

The reference of the matter to th 1 
committee means that the fruits of victory 
will be handed to the teachers’ federation, in- 
asmuch as the committee has expressed itself 
as unanimously in favor of this action, The 
amount will be divided pro rata among all the 
teachers who suffered a cut in salary in the 
year 1900. In case af the death of any of the 
teachers the amount due will be paid to 
legal heirs. 


Irish Cartoon Still Live Issue, 

„The school board refused to accept the 
school management committee's settlement 
of the Irish cartoon incident which created 
a stir in Hyde Park several weeks ago. The 
committee reported -a resolution in which 
it was stated that the committee had inves- 
tigated: the complaint made by residents re- 
garding the display of a poster advertising 
a high school dramatic performance, in which 
the characteristics of the Irish woman were 
made sport of. 

The committee's resolution deplored the 
“appearance of the cartoon made by the 
dramatic asso@ation of the Hyde Park High 
school and the lack of adequate supervision 
which 1 it, possible, expressed regret 


that offfnse had been given the Irish’ resi- 
dents the neighborhood and urged the ap- 
ntment of a committee to draft à rule 
hieh would have the effect of mreventing a 
repetition of the occurrence. 


O’Byan Has Minority Report. 

Trustee P. Shelly O! Ryan brought in «a 
minority report. 

“If any offense has been committed, he 
declared, somebody ought to be hejd re- 
sponsible. A school should not be a fort 
held by an enemy; a school ought not to 
outrage a community. Instead of meeting 
this matter frankly an effort has been made 
to discredit the complainants and belittle 
the offense. The pupils of the public schools 
should be taught to respect thein parents. 
This cartoon was a monstrosity; it was an 
outrage upon the Irish woman. It made 
children blush because their mothers were 
Irish. I have nothing to say against the 
educational equipments of the principal of 
the Hyde Park High school, but in many 
cases blunders are worse than crime, and he 


Trustee O’Ryan then moved that in order 
to allay the disturbed state of feeling caused 
by this offense to the community the prin- 
cipal be transferred to some other school.” 

Trustee Hayes rose immediately and de- 
clared he would second the motion made by 
Trustee O’Ryan had it called for the Sum- 
mary dismissal of Principal Hiram W. 
Loomis. He said nothing short of dismissal 
would satisfy him. 

Trustee Shields then moved that the school 
management committee be asked to récon- 
sider its action. This motion was carried and 
the Irish cartoon case will be heard again 
by the committee. 


Sebree Makes Lease Proposition.

PRESIDENT OF PRIVATE CAR LINE 
TELLS OF REVENUES. 


Head of Refrigerator Line Denies at 
Milwaukee Hearing That He Has 
Received Commissions Since 1903— 
Testifies That He Sought Opinion 
from Attorney General Moody as 
to Legality of Accepting Drawbacks 


on Brewery Shipments. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 31.—[Special.}—That 
the refrigerator transit companies can make 
exceedingly large profits without accepting 
illegal rebates was shown by the testimony 
of E. L. Philipp, president of the Union Re- 
frigerator Transit company of Wisconsin, 
today in the inquisition of the government 
into the affairs of the Milwaukee refrigerator 
transit company. The company is charged 
with accepting illegal rebates from railroads 
and paying them to the Pabst Brewing com- 
pany. 

Mr. Philipp said the Union Refrigerator 
Transit company of Wisconsin was incor- 
porated in 1903, with a paid up capital of 
$50,000. It bought about 2,800 cars at once 
and assumed a debt of 3940, O and interest 
of $185,000 for cars. During the twenty-nine 
months of the company’s existence it made 
$308,000 in profits. This is 600 per cent on 
the capital. 


Tells of Rival Concerns. 


Regarding the Northern Refrigerator line, 
Mr. Philipp said it was organized by Joseph 
Uihlein in 1902, and it went o business 
Witu the passage of the Elkins act in 1903. 
The company did business for the Schlitz 
brewery, with which all of its stockholders 
were connected. It had no cars of its own, 
but leased several hundred from the Union 
company of Kentucky. It accepted commis- 
sions and paid them to stockholders as div- 
idends. The mileage it recetved was paid to 
the owners of the cars of the Kentucky com- 
pany. 

Have you received any commission since 
September, 19087’ witness was asked. 

No, sir. I have felt that acceptance of 
them would be in violation of the Elkins act.

Mr. Morton also announced that suits were 
in preparation against various men who had 
profited by leases of the spaces in buildings 
owned by the Equitable to the so-called sub- 
sidiary companies, and that these and other 
clainis of the society growing out of the acts 
of the old Equitable administration were 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. 

At a meeting of the Equitable directors to- 
day several of the counsel employed in the 
factional troubles in the society last year and 
before the reorganization presented their 
bills. Objectjons were made that resulted in 
the appointment of a special committee to 
consider whether the legal charges were 
excessive and whether in certain :nétances 
the society ought in any event to be liable for 
their payment, 

Depew’s Resignation Accepted. 

The directors of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society held their regular semi-monthly 
meeting today: This statement of the pro- 
ceedings was given out: 

Henry Rogers Winthrop, who has been 
financial manager and assistant secretary of 
the society, was elected treasurer. The res- 
ignation of Chauncey M. Depew as director 
of the society was accepted. President Mor- 
ton submitted a report of the chartered ac- 
countants of their investigation of the so- 
ciety, the main features of which already 
have been published. President Morton an- 
nounced that the society has ceased to write 
new business in Australia, Russia, Norway, 
and Sweden, and that it will be the policy of 
the new management to withdraw from every 
section of the world where it is found busi- 
ness cannot be conducted at a profit to the 
society.’’

That 
would make the committee stand 6 to 6, with 
Chairman Dunn casting the-seventh and de- 
eiding vote in favor of the $1,000 figure.

State incorporation 
and federal supervision are not apt to be 
harmonious. 
Hitch in Division of Power. 

It is asserted that life insurance companies | 
transact interstate commerce, yet the state 
of origin or incarporation under these va- 
riots insurance schemes invariably is vested 
with the sole right to require deposits and 
make original investigations as to the con- 
duct of the company. State incorporation is 
attempted ‘to be made a shicid outside the 
state boundaries by the operation of the 
federal law. Railroads originally are incor- 
porated in one state, but merely for the pur- 
pose of having a home office, and an act of 
incorporation in Pennsylvania confers no au- 
thority in Ohio, while the federal right of 
regulation is in no sense bounded by articles 
of incorporation. 

It is no wonder congress ig disinclined to 
take up the question of federal supervision 
of life insurance, because the more it is looked 
into the more the lawyers at the capital find 
to mystify them. There absolutely will be 


sible inauguration of a congressional inquiry 
into the relations between the federal gov- 
ernment and the whole business of life, fire, 
accident, and marine insurance? 


STIR OVER NAVAL REPAIRS. 


Extraordinary Revelations as to Cost of 
Overhauling Craft Compara- 
tively New. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.— [Special.] 
THE TRIBUNE'S exposure of reckless ex- 
travagance which has been observed in re- 
pairs on men of war hae led to some extraor- 
dinary revelations. It is charged that after 
contracts are placed for new ships, boards 
of officers discover the necessity of changes 
in the plans and specifications, for which 
the government pays dearly. The result is 
a ship costs considerably more than the 
contract price, which is accepted by the 
country as the limit of cost. 

Another item of the cost of a ship is re- 
pairs, which begin almost invariably after 
the vessel is accepted by the government. 
These repairs may be due to defects In plans 
or bad workmanship. The contractor is 
supposed to be responsible for the latter, 
but in some way the government usually is 
out of pocket. 

The naval committee of the house is so

Mr. Schwerin proceeded then to give a

ing been held up by the movement ot canal 
materials, and the-difficulty, Mr. Schwerin 
asserted, was due to ‘‘ culpable negligence 
on the part of the managing officials of the 
Panama railroad and utter indifference to 
their obligations as a common carrier!“ 

As soon as control of the road passed to 


the United States,“ said Mr. Schwerin, the 
conditions described began to grow worse. 


The railroad management cut the wages of 
men working on the docks, which caused 
a strike, and our labor followed. As a re- 
sult we are both payfng higher wages than 
we were before for the poorest laborer in the 
world. Commercial] business was neglected, 
and it was said by Secretary Taft, Mr. Wal- 
lace, Admiral Walker, the former chairman 
of the commission, and others connected with 
the building of the canal that commerce was 
secondary to the movement of canal ma- 
terial. 

It was that indifference that brought 
about the congestion. It is shown just the 
same in shipments by steamer from, New 
York. A steamship may be loaded with 
commercial business and a rush order be 
received for canal material. The commer- 
cial business would be removed and canal 
material substituted. We would receive bills 
of lading and manifests for goods that could 
not be found and our ships would be delayed 
for days.” 


Says Protests Were Ignored. 


Mr. Schwerin said he had resorted to every 
means to bring about improved conditions, 
even making a protest to the state depart- 
ment to induce it to appeal to Panama. Mr. 
Schwerin complained also that the Panama 
railroad had arbitrarily redu 
New York to ports on the Pacific coast, where 
the haul was divided between the Panama 
Steamship company and the Pacific Mail. 
He said he was informed that the reduction 
was a concession to the steel trust. 

He asserted that the statement of Mr, Ste- 
vens that the freight congestions were the 
fault of the Pacific Mail company showed 
that Mr. Stevens confused steamship meth- 
ods with railroad methods. 

Senator Knox asked Mr. Schwerin if he 
had not smarted a little under the criticism 
of Secretary Taft and if that feeling had 
not cropped out in his testimony.

Schwerin replied he had thought it too bad 
to be held up to ridicule and disgrace by a 
high official of the United States when every 
effort had been made to uphold the American 
flag in a business that had almost been 
driven off the seas.

THE “CAMERA FIEND.” 

The camera ſſend who respects neither age 
nor sex has taken another step toward sup- 
pression. It will not take many more such 
instances of disgusting pursuit and persecu- 
tion as that presented n New York on the 
occasion of Miss Roosevelt's visit to the city 
to bring about the enactment of laws to regu- 

late the lise of cameras on the public streets. 

| It is but a short time since the foremost 
eltizen of Chicago wag hounded by photog: 
raphers while on one of the saddest of er- 
rands. Suffering from a shock from which, 
indeed, he never recovered, he had to endure 
this further infliction. Now a young woman 
who has never sought notoriety is not al- 
lowed to make purchases for her approach- 
ing marriage without having every step fol- 
lowed by photographers. It is one of the 
worst of the abuses which are collectively 
known as yellow journalism. 

The Chicago city council has under con- 
sideration in committee.the proposition to 

end this practice. The New York Court of 
Appeals bas held that in default of legisla- 
tion there is no penalty for unauthorized 


- publication of a person’s picture and no 


redress for the aggrieved party. If legisla- 
tio: is needed to prevent the publication of a 
ple re, when the picture itself has been 
tak n by permission, that is a matter in 
which thé city council cannotinterfere. But 
it would seem to fall within the powers of 
the city to require a license for the use of 
cameras ih the public streets and to attach 
such conditions to the granting of a license 
as to prevent the abuse of the privilege. 
The police power could be invoked to pre- 
vent molestation of persons going about the 
streets peaceably. If necessary to clinch 


the matter let the new charter expressly 


grant authority. 

It is in the power of the New York legis- 
lature to pass a law which will do much to 
protect citizens against insult and annoy- 

-ance such as that to which Miss Roosevelt 
was subjected the other day. If the legisla- 

tors are not afraid of the papers responsible 
for the offenses which have been described 
they will pass such a law. 

Something must be done, and will be done, 
goon. It is a mistake to imagine that the 
public is‘¢lamoring for a pictorial represen- 
tation of all the events of the daily life of 
even prominent citizens, A jury would not 
convict a man whe violently destroyed the 


, camera of an impudent photographer guilty 


of a constructive assault upon modest wom- 
en. When a young man and his betrothed 
act with good humor and avoid a breach of 
the public peace in épite of strong provoca- 
tion the public should sliow its appreciation 
by making such vicious assaults upon priva- 
ey impossible in the future. The difference 
between anarchy and en ordered. society is 
that in the latter a man does not have to 
fight for his rights; he relies upon com- 
munity of interest for his defense, through 
the power of the law, in the name of the 


people.

ROOT OUT THE SPY SYSTEM. 

Representative Tawney, chairman ‘of the 
committee on appropriations, said the other 
day: 

The secret service has been created by congress 
fer a specific purpose. It was not contemplated 
that this service should be employed by the difver- 
ent departments of the government, for ff other 46. 
partments of the government have cases in which 
it is necessary to use secret service men they should 
obtein authority from congress, and then the ad- 
visability of:maintaining the service throughout 
our government would be determined by congress, 
which is the only competent authority to determire 
that question, 

These remarks were prompted by the 
covery that the department of justice has 
been borrowing secret service men from the 
treasury department and paying them, with - 
out warrant of law, out of its own approprin- 
tion. On several occasions quiet attempts 
have been made to authorize the farming 
out of the secret service men to any depart- 
ment that wanted them. The attempts were 
unsuccessful, but one department has plead - 
ed guilty to doing what the law does not per- 
mit it to do, and other departments are 


doubtless equally guilty. 


The government must protect itself 


against counterfeiters and smugglers. It 


must have shrewd detectives to shadow sus- 


pects and arrest them the minute evidence 
of guilt can be secured. The secret service 
bureau is a legitimate part of the public 
service, It is, indeed, indispensable. > 

In establishing and maintaining an agency 


for the suppression of smuggling and coun- 


terfeiting congress did not intend to create 
@ spy system. It did not contemplate piac- 
ing in the hands of department officials facil- 
ities for setting detectives to dog the heels 
of citizens who are under ho suspicion of 
crime, but concerning whose movements the 
officials might wish for private reasons to 
keep informed, It was far from the thought 
of congress to introduce practices which are 
appropriate to Russia but not to the United 
States or any other free country. As Mr. 
Tawney has sald, “ congress would never 
authorize the maintenance of a secret serv- 
ice bureau in every department, creating 
thereby a system of espionage which Is en- 
tirely inconsistent with the ey, of our 
government,” 

A government spy system is pt t to 
the theory and spirit of American institu- 
tions. It is fraught with danger to personal 
liberties, It is lik to lead to outrageous 
abuses in times of political excitement. The 
temptation to assign detectives to follow 
eandidates in the hope of discovering some- 
thing that could be used to discredit them or 
hurt their cause might be too strong to be 
resisted. 

Mr. Tawney has not sounded the note of 
alarm a moment too soon. The illegal prac- 
tices he has brought to light must be stopped 
peremptorily. The department of justice

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THE SENATE CONSULAR BILL. 

The consular bill passed by the senate on 
Tuesday is inferior to the original measure 
introduced by Mr. Lodge. The most im- 
portant and meritorious parts of the original 
were the sections requiring candidates to 
pass examinations touching their fitness for 
the offices to which they aspired. These sec- 
tions do not appear in the bill passed by the 
senate. It permits appointments to con- 
tinue to be made for political reasons, 
whereas they ought to be made solely with 
a view to the promotion of the country's 
commercial interests. 

But despite its shortcomings the senate 
bill, if it becomes a law, will effect a consid- 
erabie improvement. The classification of 
the service into grades and the autliority 
given the president to transfer its members 


from one post to another will make it pos- 


sible for the executive to reward capable 
officials with promotions. The inspectors 
-ereated will be a great help in finding out 
how the consuls are performing their duties 
and in stimulating them ta perform them 
well. The provision that all clerks at con- 
sulates shall be Americans will insure that 
hereafter fewer salaries will be paid to men 
who are not as to the interests of . 
country. 

Probably the bill wil pass the house witht 
out much opposition. The advocates of 
consular reform ought not and probably will 
not long be content with the improvements 
it will bring about. Appointments and pro- 
motions to consulates’ ought to be subject 
to ‘rational civil service regulations, and the 
country’s commerce abroad never will be 
properly looked after until such regulations 
have been enacted into law. 


THE CRIMINAL CALENDAR. 

Four additional judges have been as- 
signed to the Criminal court. This action 
will relieve for a time the congestion of cases 
on the docket. But what the county needsis 
not more judges but reform in the manner 
of conducting cases. There is no reason 
why it should take months or weeks to get 
a jury. If the jury had to be chosen from 
the first hundred names drawn it is probable 
that there would be no serious miscarriage 
of justice. If twelve fair minded men can- 
not be found out of a hundred it is time to 
do away with jury trial altogether, as it does 
not represent the will of the overwhelming 
majority. If there are not less than eighty- 
nine men out of a hundred chosen at random 
who cannot be trusted to render a verdict 
in accordance with the law and the evidence 
it is useless to look for perfect justice. As

About thirteen ‘years aga the relations 
betgreen Germany and France were extreme- 
ly Btrained and war was in sight. In view 
thereof, secret négotiations were entered Into 
by Germany with the king of the Belgians 
for pefmission to transport German troops 
across Belgium, a plan to which, despite h 
pte mpeg of neutrality, Leopold was ready 
to give his acquiescence. 

The progress of these negétiations and 
the likelihood of their success became known 
to the French government, and M. Constans, 
now French ambassador to Constantinople 
and then minister of.thé interior, organized 
a counterplot. This was to bring about noth- 
ing less than the overthrow of Leopold and 
of the Belgiah government, which was to be 
replaced by a republican régime. Those who 
hark back may recall that just about that 
time labor disturbances broke out in-Bel- 
gium, that conflicts took place between the 
authorities and the troops, and that a rev- 
olutionary agitation prevailed throughout 
the kingdom. 

To what extent this was originated by 
M. Constans it is impossible to say. Sut it 
ig certain that he was not only in communi- 
cation with the Belgian revolutionary leaders 
but likewise that he liberally supplied them 
with money from the secret service fund, 
which is always at the disposa! of the minis- 
ter of theinteriorin France, Leopold, whois 
astute, learned of this and, realizing the fate 
which was in store for him, rejected for the 
time being the proposals of Germany. Just 
at. that moment the cabinet to which M. 
Constans belonged was overthrowWn, and was 
succeeded by an administration of which 
Loubet was not only the premier but also 
the nunister of the interior, and his first act 
was to cut short all further supply of funds 
to the Belgian révolutionary committee, the 
activity of which soon after collapsed for 
want of resources and of French encourage- 
ment,

who was contemporary with the biblical 
patriarch, Abraham. It was a member of the 
O'Neill family, who, occupying the throne 
of All Ireland, brought back asia captive from 
France the holy St. Patrick to the Emerald 
isle, By the fourteenth century the O’Neills 
had degenerated into mere kings of Ulster 
and in the reign of Queen Blizabeth, after 
much hard fighting against the English, they 
finally submitted to the English crown. 

The male line failed on the death of the 
third Viscount O'Neill of the creation of 
1705, when the estates devolved on the Rev. 
William Chichester, grandson of John O'Neill 
of Shane's castle. The Rev. Arthur Chiches- 
ter assumed the name aud arms of O'Neill 
on succeeding to the Shane castle property 
and was created Lord O'Neill in 1808. The 
present Lord ONeill is his son Lord O’Neill’s 
eldest son is married to a daughter of Lord 
Crewe and a granddaughter therefore of the 
tate Lord Houghton.

Sister Beatrice. 

Maurice Maeterlinck’s three act play, Sis- 
ter Beatrice,“ received its first presenta- 
tion in Chicago yesterday afternoon at Music 
hall. The performance was under the 
auspices of the dramatic committee of the 
Chicago Woman’s club, and enlisted the 
services of several members of that organ- 
ization who hau been trained for their stage 
work by Miss Lacy. The production was 
unexpectedly complete and beautiful. A 
scenic setting rarely attractive in design, ar- 
rangement, and coloring had been prepared 
by Irving Pond. It showed the interior of 
a small Gothic: chapel with a niche at one 
side in which stood the life size figure of 
the Virgin. The soft gray of the walls and 
ceiling, seen much of the time ih subdued 
lights, was in effective contrast to the star 
studded blue of the niche and the stretch 
of white pave in the garden visible through 
the wide doorway at the back. 

The costumes were in harmony with the 
color scheme of the setting, and the stage 
pictures were made attractive through care- 
ful grouping and slow, stately movement of 
the different persons taking part in the 
drama, 

The play is in Maeterlinck’s mystic man- 
ner, but is of distinct poetic charm as re- 
gards its central idea and its lines, and as 
presented’ yesterday with revérence and 
quiet simplicity it proved to be of no incon- 
siderable stage values. The dual role of Sis- 
ter Beatrice and of the Virgin who took her 
place during the twenty-five years of her 
wandering amid earthly sin, were assumed 
by Eva Brodlique Summers. She played 
with a surety and poise which told of the 
experienced actress. Her delivery of the 
lines was commendable, especially in the 
first act. The emotional scenes of the clos- 
ing act were beyond her powers, but she did 
not attempt the expressing of any great 
dramatic passion and therein proved her wis- 
dom. Katherine Knowles Robbins made a 
handsome and effective Prince Bellidor, and 
Maude L. Radford as the Abbess>Anna Wil- 
marth Thompson as the Priest, and Harriet 
Tooker Felix as Little Allette, contributed 
to the success of the performance. Music 
was furnished by Clarence Dickinson at the 
organ, Mrs, Charles Krum as soloist, and 
a chorus under the direction of Mrs, Titus, 
The house was filled to its capacity.

Valuation of Goods to Be Fixed at Place of Production Instead of on 40 3

Washington, D. C., Jan 81.—[Special.}—

heretofore have suffered as a result of amend- 
ments to the consular regulations which will 
be issued by Secretary Root in a few days. 

These amendments will require an effort 
to obtain the exact valuation of goodsrather 
than an exaggérated valuation, which it is 
claimed consuls fix in the invoices they are 
asked to approve. They will not go as far 
as Germany desired, however. Baron Speck 
von Sternburg, the German ambassador, 
asked Secretary Root to have the treasury 
department agree to describe the value of 
goods at their export price rather than ät 
their domestic pri n the ground that 
such action would It in a virtual reduc- 
tion of the tariff by 10 to 25 per cent Secre-

The decision of Seéretary Shaw is impor- 
tant because in the note which Baron von 
Sternburg presented to the state department 
he stated specifically that in connection with 
the tariff negotiations to. be instituted be- 
tween his government and the United States 
the authorities at Berlin would take into 
consideration modifications the president 
might see fit to make in the administration 
of the Dingley law.

Shaw’s Argument Prevails. 

At the cabinet meeting yesterdag, this point 
was brought out by Secretary ot; who is 
willing to accept the export price as the basis 
of valuation. Secretary Shaw, however, em- 
phatically opposed such action, insisting it 
was not just and would lead to a reduction 
in revenue. The export price usually is far 
below the actual domestic price. For in- 


„stande, a German manufacturer can export 


a surplus at a much cheaper figure than he 
could sell the same article in his home mar- 
ket, The ‘same is true of the United States, 
and it-is notorious that American manu- 
facturers sell goods cheaper abroad than 
they do at home. Secretary Shaw considers 
that it would be the height of folly, there- 
fore, for the United States to accept the 
German proposal to base valuations on export 
prices. It is understood he was able to con- 
vince the president of the justness of his 
views, and he seems to have prevailed over 
Secretary Root, 

The modification Secretary Shaw has con- 


sented to with respect to valuation will be 


important to Importers from every country. 
Instead of being bound to accept the domestic 
price at the port of shipment the consular 
officer will endeavor to get it at the place of 
production. He also will invite any trade 
organization at the port of shipment to give 
him information regarding values of articles 
to be sent to the United States, A great deal 
of latitude will be left, however, to the con- 
sul. Germans are expected to appreciate this 
concession, and they will appeal probably 
to the importers of the United States

Slow to Act on Tarif. 

The administration is moving slowly in 
dealing with the tariff question save upon 
the administrative questions, which Baron 
von Sternburg has raised. Representative

NECESSITY FOR PURE FOOD LAWS. 
[From American Medicine. ] 


The necessity for national pure food laws 
is self-evident. The reasons for opposition 
on the part of a few congressmen cannot be 
understood unless they are representatives 
of some interests which are injurious to pub- 
lic health. We do want all foods labeled 
properly to prevent frauds, whether they are 
harmless to health or not, and we do want 
a check to the indiscriminate use of chemic 
antiseptics. Yet it is well to go slow soasto 
avoid committing ourselves to a condemna- 
tion of harmless things. It is particularly 
wrong to place a prohibitive tax upon color- 
Ing materials in butterine and permit the 
practice in the case of butter. The depart- 
ment of agriculture is wisely conducting a 
war against foreign foods imported under 
false names. Foreign makers of foods and 
beverages have too long looked upon us aps 
legitimate prey — good things — and have 
grown rich upon our insane desire to buy 
something made in France or Germany. 

The average American is said to enjoy 
being swindied in little things now and then 
—even the wrong end of a horse trade has its 
compensations. But when it comes to being 
swindled as a regular thing by a Frenchman 
or German it's a different matter—a reflection 
upon our national intelligence. There should 
be, then, no opposition to thie proposed law,

The petition is signed by Orson Smith, pres 
ident of the Merchants’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany, Chauncey Keep, and Arthur Jones 
They declare that they ere willing to accept 
the trust imposed on them and officially in- 
form the eourt of the filing of the will and twe 


In regard to the value of the estate the pett- 
tion says that Mr. Field “left # large amount 
of property in the state of Illinois and else- 
where, but at the present time petitioners 
are not able, from lack of full information, to 
state with even gpproximate accuracy the 
value thereof. They feel warranted, how- 
ever, in now estimating the value of testa- 
tor’s personal estate at about $50,000,000, and 
the value of his real estate in Illinois at about 
$25,000,000, Petitioners state that these 
amounts represent as full and fair an esti- 
mate of values as they are able to submit at | 
the present time.“ 

The figures on the value of the estate are 
admitted to be only a rough estimate. When 
the inventory of the holdings is made and 
when the property outside of Cook county is 
considered, it is believed the estate will total 
$100,000,000, if not more; The executore will 
have one year in which to file an Inventory.

CLEARING HOUSE HOUSE HAS PRIVATE 
EXAMINERS AT WORK.. 


Any Transgression of Sound Rules 
Will Be Corrected Quickiy—No Ar- 
peal from Decisionse—Rates on Call 
Loans Being Reduced from 5 to 4% 

Per Cent—Clearings Make Record 
for January Frisco Sells Refund- 
ing Issue—Financial Notes,

It is believed that the banks of Chicago are 
now under such close surveillance by the 
clearing house committee that the banking 
situation here may be regarded as the sound- 
est of any in the country. This can be in- 
stantly appreciated by those who are aware 
of the attitude of the clearing house commit- 
tee toward improper banking practices since 
the closing of the Walsh institutions. They 
simply will not be tolerated in any institution. 
A course of rigorous and quick Inspection 


is being followed by means of the special 


examiner who reports to the clearing house 
committee alone. Others than bankers may 
not understand the full power of a clearing 
house committee. It has complete author- 
ity to discipline any bank falling to comply 
with ite instructions, or, by notifying any 
bank that it can no longer clear its checks, 
bring about its immediate suspension, as 
was the case with the National Bank of IMI 
nols. There is no appeal from its decision, 
and it may be as well understood that the 
Chicago clearing house committee proposes 
to be cold blooded in the execution of its or- 
ders for safe and clean banking. 

For banks outside the Clearing House as- 
sociation its power is equally effective, for 
should it forbid any of its members to clear 
the checks of the offending outsider it would 
mean the finish of the latter institution. 
Let the Clearing House publish the fact 
it considers a bank unsafe and the veri- 
est layman can understand the potency of the 
displeasure of the clearing house committee. 


No Delay in Action. 

The fact that a special examiner, subject 
to no influence whatever except that of the 
committee, is at hand to look immediately 
into any bank about whose transactions there 
may be the least question ie a guarantee that 
no one will be shielded and also that a dan- 
gerous situation will not be allowed to de- 
velop. There will be no waiting for hints 
from the controller of the currency or the 
state auditor. The clearing house commit- 


tee expects itself to know-what is going on, 


and if its temper is not misunderstood there 
will be short shrift for the bank discovered 
doing what it should not do. 

In the face of a situation which warrants 
the largest degree of confidence there are 
still circulating, almost daily, ‘rumors of 
a bank in trouble.” It can be regarded asa 
certainty that there is no Chicago bank in 
trouble and that none will be permitted to 
get into trouble. None will be too big or too 
little to feel the correcting hand of the 
clearing house committee, and, in adopting 
such a stern attitude, the committee is only 
profiting by an expensive experience and ful- 
filling the obligation resting upon it as a 
clearing house committee. 


Interest Rates Reduced.
